DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

There is no claim 12. 

Correction is required. 

Election/Restrictions 

The applicant submitted a response to election/restriction on 07/25/05. In this response, 
the applicant elected Species I (drawn to Figure 1) - Claims 1-6, 8-11, and 13-17 for 
examination. However, upon closer evaluation, none of these claims are drawn to figure 1. 
Figure 1 discloses two nips, one for heating a medium and one for fusing an overcoat sheet to the 
medium. However, all the independent claims only disclose one nip and it is not clear how the 
claims could possibly read on figure 1 . For example, claim 8 discloses "a backing roll that forms 
a nip with the heated roll... a supply mechanism that provides a separate overcoat sheet to the 
second side of the printed medium at or adjacent the nip..." Here, it is suggested that the fusing 
of the overcoat sheet occurs at the nip formed between the backing roll and the heated roll, but 
this is clearly not the case in figure 1; in figure 1, the backing roll forms a first nip with the 
heating roll and the overcoat fusing is applied at a second nip. As a result of this discrepancy, 
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the previous election/restriction requirement is vacated in favor of this new election/restriction 
requirement. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Species I drawn to figure 2. 
Species II drawn to figure 5. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
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examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
